A $50,000 emergency appropri- 
ation to hire safety inspectors | 
to make a thorough study of the | 
700 nursing homes in Missouri 
will be requested immediately 
from the State Legislature, Gov. 
dames T. Blair announced to- 
day. 

The Governor's request, which 
is expected to be sent to both 
houses of the Legislature later | 
today, is an outgrowth of the | 
Katie Jane nursing home fire 
at Warrenton,. Mo., where 72 
patients died Feb. 17. 

As proposed by Blair, 
$50,000 would be spent at the. 
rate of about $10,000 a month 
in the next five months in an 
effort to reduce fire hazards in | 
Missouri's nursing homes as 
quickly as possible and, at the 
same time, to obtain informa- 
tion to guide state legislators 
in enacting new laws pertaining 
to nursing homes. 

Before announcing his inten- | 
tion to ask for a $50,000 appro- 
priation, the Governor conferred 
with State Senator John W. 
Noble (Dem.) of Kennett, chair- 
man of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee, and Senator 
Albert M. Spradling Jr. (Dem.), 
Cape Girardeau, author of a 
bill which would give the state 
division of health stronger au- 
thority in regulating fire safety 
in nursing homes.

—Investigation of the Katie 
Jane nursing home fire, which 
took 72 lives Feb. 17, was re- 
sumed today by Lt. W. L. 
Hutchings of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol and Sheriff 
Paul Wright of Warren county. 

Lt. Hutchings told the Post- 
Dispatch no evidence has yet 
been found indicating what 
caused the blaze. 

Hutchings and Wright have 
been going over carefully since 
yesterday the many notes they 
took while interviewing per-| 
sons who might have had some | 
knowledge of the fire. They 
expect to recall some of these 
persons later today and pos- 
sibly tomorrow for further 
questioning. 

A large crowd is expected to- 
morrow for the mass funeral of 
14 of the fire’s victims. They 
will be buried in Warrenton 
Cemetery after graveside serv- 
ices. Highway patrolmen will 
be brought in to help local po- 
lice handle traffic. 


So many visitors appeared 
here yesterday to see the ruins 
of the Katie Jane home that 
auxiliary police were called out 
to help handle traffic. 

Some sightseers dug through 
the debris, and officials of the 
nursing home asked the sher- 
iff’s office to send deputies to 
keep these persons away. 

However, rain started falling, 
sending souvenir hunters scur- 
rying for their automobiles. The 
area around the burned-down 
building was roped off, and 
“Keep Out” signs were posted 

A small crew of workmen to- 
day was tearing down portions 
of walls and cleaning up debris, 
aided by a scoop shovel on a 
truck.

Eugene Dennis Refuses to 
Answer Questions at 
Senate Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP) 
—Eugene Dennis, retiring secre- 
tary of the Communist party in 
the United States, invoked the 

ifth Amendment today in re- 
Re to answer questions at a 
Sénate hearing. 

The Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee called Dennis. 
who has served prison terms on 
charges of conspiring to advo-— 
cate the overthrow of the Gov-| 
ernment and for contempt of 
Congress. He refused to say 
even whether he had attended 
the party’s recent national con- 
vention which claimed to have | 
slapped him down and broken 
its ties with Soviet style Com- 
munism. 

The convention, hedl behind 
closed doors, announced it had 
refused to re-elect William Z. | 
Foster, the Communist party 
chairman. 

Dennis contended the subcom- 
mittee had no right to ‘‘pry into 
my political beliefs” by ques- 
tioning him. 

He said his conscience would 
not let him answer questions of 
a subcommittee he said was 
“headed by a chairman who is 
a notorious racist.” 

Senator Hruska (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, presiding in the absence 
of Chairman Eastland (Dem.), 
Mississippi, banged his gavel 
and told Dennis he wouid ‘not 
tolerate any aspersions” on any 
subcommittee members. 

Dennis also attempted to base 
his refusals to answer questions 
on his rights under the First 
Amendment, but Hruska said the 
Fifth Amendment is the only ba- 
sis under which a witness may 
decline to testify. 

Dennis, among other things, | 
refused to say whether he had 
met with a man named “Irving 
Potash” whom the subcommit- 
tee counsel, Robert Morris, said | 
had entered the United States 
“surreptitiously” in late 1956 
after visiting Moscow. 

Dennis called it “absurd, fan- | 
tastic, preposterous” when Mor- , 
ris asked whether he had met

secretly with Potash. He said 

that so far as he knows Potash 

passed ou tnothing that “could | 
be regarded as directives” from 

Moscow. He refused, however, | 
to say whether he had received | 
any advice from Potash.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 — 
Kenator Stuart Symington 
(Dem.). of Missouri, speaking 
as a member of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee and a former 
official in the executive branch, 
told the Senate today that “any 
unilateral application of sanc- 
tions against Israel in this air 
atomic age will reduce the se- 
curity of the United States.” 


The Missouri senator repeated 
his agreement two weeks ago 
with Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas 
that if we are to have sanctions 
at the United Nations “they 
should apply to all nations 
which defy the resolutions and 
mandates of that organization.” 

At that time, Symington 
asked “are we now adopting as 
a national program a policy of 
being strong against the weak 
and weak against the strong?” 

He said today that this fear 
may become a reality. 


“I for one believe,” he said, 
“that as a result of the many 
assurances given Israel by this 
Administration, it would be bet- 
ter for that nation, and the rest 
of the free world, if their lead- 
ers agreed to withdraw from 
Egypt and relied on the sin- 
cerity of the more recent assur- 
ances they have been given by 
the Government of the United 
States. 

“I also believe that, simul- 
taneously, the United Nations 
forces should move into the 
Gaza strip and along the Gulf 
af Aqaba. 


“Iam not a member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- | 
mittee; but there is more to this 
than just diplomacy and for 
some time I have been informed | 
with respect to the military 
plans and programs incident to | 
the best interests of the United 
States. 


“Based on that knowledge, 
obtained over the past 10 vears. 
1] believe that any unilateral 
application of sanctions against 
Israel in this air atomic age 
will reduce the security of the 
United States.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP) | 
—The Department of Justice | 
said today it will offer a “con- | 
vincing preponderance of evi- 
dence” to show that the Inter- | 
national Union of Mine, Mill | 
and Smelter Workers is Com- 
munist controlled. 

The statement came from L. 
E. Broome, trial attorney for 
the department as the Subver- 
sive Activities Control Board 
opened hearings on a petition | 
by the Attorney General to have 
the Mine-Mill union declared 
Communist infiltrated under 
terms of the Communist Control 
Act. 

Broome said that for three 
years. before the petition was 
filed im 1955, the union was 
“under the tight domination and 
control of the Communist 
party.” “A majority of the 
members of the international 
executive board have been eith- | 
er party members or so closely 
affiliated with the party as to 
be subservient to its wishes,” 
he said in an opening state- 
ment on the case.

BERLIN, Feb. 25 (AP)—The 
United States has complained 
to Russia about Soviet interfer- 
ence with the free movement of 
Americans on the Autobahn be- 
tween West Germany and Ber- 
lin, western sources said today. 


The informants said the 
United States mission in Berlin 
lodged the complaint with Red 
army headquarters in East Ber- 
lin after Russian army guards 
turned back American travelers, 
inctuding State Department offi- 
coals, at the Martenborn check- 
point on the West German fron- 
lier.

Two important highway bills are progressing 
in the Missouri House, but each could still be 
improved in the interest of traffic safety. 

A bill which has won tentative House approval 
is intended to plug holes in the present driver's 
license law. It would define habitual reckless 
driving more strictly, and permit jail sentences 
for persons who drive while their licenses are 
suspended. And it would give municipal court 
convictions the same effect as state court con- 
victions toward mandatory revocation of licenses. 

This measure goes a mile or so too far, how- 
ever, in allowing suspension of driver's licenses 
on any first conviction of a moving traffic viola- 
tion. Should a man who nudges through a stop 
sign once have his license suspended? In more 
important violations suspension is indeed called 
for, but the offenses should be defined. 

A second billy passed by the House Traffic 
Committee, establishes fixed passenger car speed 
limits: 70 miles an hour by day on divided high- 
ways; 65 by day on other roads; 60 for all roads 
at night; plus some other limitations, including 
one on speeds too slow for safety. 

Obviously fixed speed limits cannot provide 
realistic measures of safe speeds on all roads 
under all weather conditions. 

The speed limit law should be amended to 
make it a “prima facie” measure. That applies 
the basic rule of reasonable and prudent speeds, 
but adds numerical speed limits. If a driver 
goes faster than these limits, he provides prima 
facie evidence that his speed is not prudent and 
is unlawful. If he drives under the limit, there 
is prima facie evidence that he is within the law. 


In effect, this means that if a driver is ar- 
rested for going above the limit, the burden of 
proof is on him to show that he was driving 
at a safe speed. But he may be arrested for 
imprudent speeds below the set limit, in which 
case the burden of proof is on the police. 


Such a law discourages the absurdity of an 
arrest for driving 66 miles an hour on a straight 
road on a sunny day while there could be no 
arrest for driving 65 miles an hour on curves 
in a rain. That is why far more states use 
prima facie than absolute fixed speed laws. 

There are ample statistics to prove that speed 
limits, set too low or fixed too rigidly, merely 
encourage speeding. Speed laws have to have 
some flexibility and considerable popular accept- 
ance or they cannot be well enforced. That is 
a point for the Missouri House to consider.

Wonderful Gadget 

Quick! Without, putting pencil to paper, how 
much is 1378*2963.47? We, too, are not very 
good at mental arithmetic. Given even an 
easy one like 9733, we reach for a scratch pad. 
But this no longer calls for an inferiority com- 
plex. A pocket-size mechanical brain is on its 
way to market. When it comes out, try the man 
who owns one on anything—election forecasts, 
missile trajectories, opinion projections—any- 
thing at all. His slogan will be: If Univac can do 
it, I can do it better. 

This is no joke. Dudley A. Buck, a graduate 
student at M.I.T., has perfected a gadget called 
the cryotron. It is so small that 100 of them 
can be carried in a thimble—although a flat- 
bottomed pill-box is more convenient. The cryo- 
tron can do what was done heretofore by giant 
transistors almost as huge as your little finger. 

Already an electronic computer, occupying a 
cube foot of space and containing 215,000: cry- 
otrons, is being built to supplant machines which 
fill whole rooms. And this will be only a rather 
crude pilot model. The pocket-size, we are 
sure, is just around the corner. 

Meanwhile we have one regret and one 
prophecy: It is too bad that Mr. Buck's wonder- 
ful invention was not available when hard-faced 
teachers were demanding that we meet the 
math requirement. And, super-computer or no, 
there never will be any fun in filling out an 
income tax return. Alas, in every jar of oint- 
ment there is a fly. 
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Beneficial. Bill in Illinois 

Illinois State Senator Monroe of Collinsville 
is sponsoring a meritorious measure at Spring- 
field to improve the administration of justice 
in St. Clair and Madison counties. This is a 
bill.to divide the Third Judicial Circuit which 
now covers a population of nearly 600,000 and 
is the largest in the state in number of people 
included. Currently there are 2400 untried civil 


cases alone in St. Clair county and 1900 in - 


Madison county. This delay in going to trial 
frequently means denial of justice. 

The proposed division of the district has been 
approved by votes In the Madison county and 
Belleville bar associations and a group of East 
St. Louis lawyers. It has been indorsed by 
newspapers in Alton, Granite City and else- 
where in the district, It passed the State Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, 21 to 0, and the Sen- 
ate itself, 45 to 0, Representatives Simon and 
Harris of Madison county are for it and Sen- 
ator Gray of St. Clair county is backing the 
efforts of Senator Monroe. The support, if 
now provided, of other House members from 
the two counties will assure passage in the 
House. 

Of all the judicial bills pending at Spring- 
field this one has a special claim to favorable 
attention as the report of the Madison county 
bar's legislative committee makes clear. It is to 
the interests of citizens, litigants or not, in the 
seven affected counties that they make their 
wishes known.

Opportunity Overlooked 

One of the principal advantages accruing to 
residents of Missouri's third class cities is the 
right to chose the Council-Manager form of 
local government as spelled out in the statutes. 

Six cities in St. Louis county fall within this 
class, but only one of them—Olivette—has 
elected to take advantage of its opportunity to 
adopt the manager form. Olivette assumed the 
status of a third-class city and chose the maha- 
ger plan all at once in a special election last 
month. 

The county's other third-class cities are Kirk 
wood, Richmond Heights and Maplewood, which 
operate under the outmoded commission form, 
and Jennings and Welliston which are run with- 
in the mayor-council frame. Because of their 
size, each of these communities in addition en- 
joys the right to adopt its own “home rule” 
charter. When Olivette’s population of 5500 
reaches 10,000 it too can move for its own 
charter. 

Five county cities now enjoy home rule 
through their own charters and each is run under 
the manager plan. They are University City, 
long a model community, Webster Groves, Fer- 
guson, Berkeley and Clayton, the last two hay- 
int voted for hofhe rule earlier this month.

Moreover, the Senate bill allows a minimum 
benefit of $75 a month for members of the Leg- 
islature with eight or more years of service.

Between Book Ends 


Sky Trail Blazer 
THE FLYING YEARS, by Lou Reichers. 

(Holt, 384 pgs., $4.50.) 

Lou Reichers is one of the old-timers 
of the flying game and his reminis- 
cences about his career spotlight the 
tremendous advances that aviation has 
compressed into the past twenty years 
or so. Reichers’s flying career began 
in 1925 when he learned to fly a PT-1 
at the Army Air Service's flying school 
at Brooks Field, Texas, and ended, so 
far as this volume goes, when he re- 
tired from the Air Corps as a lieuten- 
ant colonel in 1946, 


During the depression years, as a ci- 
villian, Reichers was personal pilot to 
the late Bernarr Macfadden, and he 
persuaded Macfadden to finance his solo 
filght across the Atlantic in an attempt 
to beat Lindbergh's record. As part of 
his preparations, Reichers became the 
first man to fly nonstop from Montreal 
to Havana, but later his Atlantic flight 
ended 17 miles short of the coast of 
Ireland where he was luckily picked up 
by a New York-bound steamer. In 
1930, Reichers and a partner flew for 
313 hours and 35 minutes over the en- 
virons of New York City to set a new 
endurance record using in-flight re- 
fueling. 

* > . 

Though Reichers did his share of 
“geat-of-the-pants” flying, and navigat- 
ing-by the “iron compass” as the old 
flyers called railroad tracks, most of his 
siory is about-the adventures as Chief 
of Special Projeéts for Air Transport 
Command during World War II. Reich- 
ers joined the original Air Corps Fer- 
rying Command, later to become ATC, 
at its incepticn on May 29, 1941. After 
four trips from Washington, D.C., to 
Prestwick, Scotland, on the lend-lease 
route known as the “Arnold Line,” 
Reichers was picked to fly the Harri- 
man Mission, which included the then 
Soviet Ambassador to the U.S., Con- 
stantine A. Cumansky, to Moscow in 
a B-24. 

With no communications help from 
the Russians, Reichers made what was 
then the record overwater flight (2775 
miles) from Scotland n@rth of Norway 
then down to Moscow. Mis experiences 
in Russia are graphically described, in- 
cluding his being toasted by Stalin, and 
he matter-of-factly accounts for his pio- 
neering .trip back to Washington by 
way of the Middle East, Aftica and 
South America. b xe

During World War II, Reichers 
roamed the globe as a trouble-shooter 
for ATC, from Alaska to Egypt. As he 
blazed new trails in the sky that were 
later to become standard Air Transport 
routes, Reichers passed his know-how 
on to the thousands of young pilots 
who flew those routes after him. 

As a boy, Lou Reichers had watched 
Glenn Curtiss complete his historic 
flight from Albany to New York to win 
the $10,000 prize offer by The World 
for the first person to make the trip 
“in a mechanically propelled airship, 
either lighter or heavier than air.” 
Young Reichers made up his mind then 
to become an “aeronaut” as they were 
called in those days, and this book 
proves that he became one of the 
greatest of his time.

Basement Stairs. 


E HAVE no idea as to why 

sO many basement stairs 

are so poorly designed and 
constructed. Maybe it’s because 
by the time the basement stairs 
are built everyone is tired or 
maybe it’s because they aren’t 
seen. Anyway, basement stairs 
should be as safe as any other 
stairs in the house. 

If you have basement ‘stairs 
with open risers—ho risers at 
all—you should install them. 
An easy way to do this is to 
fasten a strip of 2 in, x 2 in. 
stock to the underside of each 
tread. The 2 in. x 2 in. should 
be set 3% of an inch in from 
the edge of the riser. Now you 
take a piece of 34-in. stock and 
cut it for the riser. It can be 
fastened at the top tothe 2in. x 
2 in. cleat and the bottom should 
extend so that it can be face 
nailed to the rear edge of ‘the 
tread directly below. Go along 
in this fashion until vou've got 
all.the risers installed.

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Another thing your basement 
stairs need is a handrail and a 
length of 2 in. x 4 in. on edge 
does nicely for this job.

Y THE time the cruise 
Badoara the Rosaura was 

ended, September was nearly 
over. The Prince had a long- 
standing engagement to join his 
father and his mother for the 
launching of the liner Queen 
Mary on the River Clyde. Our 
whole party motored to Lake 
Como, where we stayed for a 
week. Then we went to Arona 
to board the Orient Express for 
Paris. From there the Prince 
and Jack Aird, his equerry, flew 
back to London, leaving the 
rest of us to do a little shop- 
ping in Paris. 

On Sept. 26, 1934, Aunt 
Bessie and I boarded the liner 
Manhattan at Le Havre, she to 
return to the United States, 
while I would get off at South- 
ampton. Although the Prince 
had vanished, with a gay wave 
of the hand, the spell of the 
cruise lingered on. Whatever 
had happened, if indeed any- 
thing really had, seemed alto- 
gether unreal. Was I allowing 
myself to drift into a dangerous 
situation? Or had it all been

night’s dream? 

My always perceptive aunt 
must have sensed my under- 
lying preoccupation. As we were 
having dinner, and while I was 
telling her about the cruise, she 
asked in what she hoped would 
appear to be an offhand way, 
“Wallis, isn’t the Prince rather 
taken with you?” 

“Whatever makes you think 
that?” I asked. 

“These old eyes aren't so old 
that they can’t see what's in 
his every glance.” 

Aunt Bessie’s forthrightness 
shook me. I did not know 
what to say, nor did I know 
what I really thought. Was the 
Prince really attracted to me— 
or was he only attracted by the 
enchanted weeks that we had 
shared together amid romantic 
surroundings away from his 
world, and away from mine? 

“Aunt Bessie,” I finally an- 
swered, “I would like to think 
that he is truly fond of me.” 

My aunt looked hard at me. 
“Isn't all this dangerous for 
you? If you let yourself enjoy 
this kind of life, it will make 
you very restless and dissatis- 
fied with everything you’ve ever 
known before.” 


“You don’t know what you're 
talking about,” I said. With 
true Montague arrogance I add- 
ed, “I’m having a marvelous 
time. It’s all great fun. You 
don’t have to worry about me— 
I know what I’m doing.” 

My aunt sighed. “Very well, 
have it your own way. But I 
tell you that wiser people than 
you have been carried away, 
and I can see no happy outcome 
to such a situation.” 

On this foreboding note we 
finished our dinner, leaving me 
with much unsaid and far more 
still unresolved. That evening, 
as I turned over these matters 
in my mind, it seemed unbe- 
lievable that I, Wallis Warfield 
of Baltimore, Md., could be 
part of this enchanted world. 
It seemed so incredible that it 
produced in me a dreamy state

RNEST was at Southampton 
to meet me. In reply to his 
question about my trip I 
said, “I can’t describe it. All I 
can say is that it was like being 
Wallis in Wonderland. 

Our lite resumed its now fa- 
miliar pattern. The Prince had 
gone on to Balmoral to spend 
a few days with his parents 
after attending the launching of 
the great Cunard liner named 
after his mother. Soon after 
his return he came to dinner 
and invited Ernest and me to 
the Fort for the weekend. 

During the fall I gained fur- 
ther insight into the character 
of the Prince. His favorite

namic qualities, a man so ac- 
tive and so often filled with the 
true joy of life, suddenly dis- 
appear before my very eyes, 
into uncertainty. 

Whether he was aware of 
this, or would even have ad- 
mitted it to himself, I do not 
know, but I do know that he 
was reaching out for something 
that was as yet unknown to 
him, something to which he 
could anchor his personal life. 
It was easy for the rest of us 
to change or rearrange our 
lives, but for him it was not 
only difficult, it was also well 
nigh impossible. And this poig- 
nant seeking for an absolute in 
his life was very moving to me, 
more moving than I perhaps 
realized, 

Often I felt I somehow had 
become a part of this search, 
Every day drew me more inti- 
mately into his life. Our din- 
ners alone together were more 
frequent. Hardly a day passed 
without his telephoning, per- 
haps only to tell me of some 
idea that had occurred to him 
during his duties, or only to 
ask my advice about some 
housekeeping problem at his be- 
loved Fort. 


Until now I had taken for 
granted that Ernest’s interest 
in the Prince was keeping pace 
with mine, but about this time 
I began to sense a change in 
his attitude. His work seemed 
to make more ahd more de- 
mands on his time in the eve- 
ning. Often he would not re- 
turn in time for dinner, or when 
the Prince suggested afterward 
dropping in at Sartori’s or the 
Dorchester for an hour or so of 
amusement, Ernest would ask 
to be excused on the plea that 
he had an early appointment or 
that papers from the office 
needed his attention.

my life. I became aware of a 
rising curiosity concerning me, 
of new doors opening, and a 
heightened interest even in my 
caSual remarks. I was stimu- 
lated: I was excited. Now I be- 
gan to savor the true brilliance 
and sophistication of the life of 
London, 


Among the people I came to 
know at this time were two of 
the best-known hostesses of the 
day—Lady Colefax and Lady 
Cunard. Their houses were 
focal points of the wit, the wis- 
dom, and politics of Great Brit- 
ain, and, indeed, of the world. 

Having gradually come to 
realize that David looked for 
fulfillment in the company of 
those whom he loved and their 
friends, I now quite uninten- 
tionally found myself filling the 
void that had been left in his 
life. In addition, I discovered 
that he rather took for granted 
that Ernest and I would be on 
hand to help him with the 
small, semi-official dinners he 
gave from time to time at York 
House. 

I must in all fairness to 
Ernest say this: whatever he 
may have been thinking or 
feeling, he loyally played his 
part.

HIS was the year of the Sil- 
T ver Jubilee, the national 

celebration of the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of King George 
V's accession to the British 
Throne. Dominion Prime Min- 
isters, Indian princes, African 
potentates, sheiks, tribal chief- 
tains, and otherlordsand mas- 
ters ofthe Empire assembled 
from the far corners of the 
earth to pay homage to a be- 
loved sovereign. Every evening 
there were state dinners, balls, 
and celebrations of every sort. 

Because of David, Ernest and 
I were invited to the State Ball 
at Buckingham Palace on May 
14. After the King and Queen 
had made their entrance and 
taken their seats on the dais at 
the end of the room, the danc- 
ing began.

The King was 
then only a few days away from 
his seventieth birthday, and Da- 
vid had told me more than once 
of his concern over his father’s 
failing strength.

and Lady Brownlow, Helen 
Fitz-Gerald, Lord Sefton, the 
Buists, and Jack Aird. The pat- 
tern of the preceding summer 
at Biarritz was largely repeated. 
We took a cruise on the Duke 
of Westminster's yacht to Cor- 
sica; later, Daisy Fellowes lent 
us her yacht for another cruise. 

It was early October before 
I was back in London. Ernest 
had, of course, been invited to 
be a member of the Cannes 
party, but had again declined. 
During my absence he had made 
a trip to the United States. I 
had the feeling that more than 
business was now drawing him 
back to America. We were both 
going our separate ways; the 
core of our marriage had dis- 
solved; only the shell remained. 

The year 1936 began pleasantly 
enough, with no visible indica- 
tion of the catastrophes that 
would engulf us before its close. 
The first ominous turn of events 
came in a fortnight. I could not 
describe it better than David 
has done in his book, “A King’s 
Story”: 

“On Thursday afternoon, Jan. 
16 ,I was out shooting with 
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friends in Windsor Great Park. 
An urgent note from my mother 
was brought to me in the field. 
‘I think you ought to know that 
Papa is not very well,’ the note 
began, and in the calm way that 
I knew so well my mother went 
on to say that, while she her- 
self did not consider the danger 
immediate, Lord Dawson (the 
King’s physician) was ‘not too 
pleased with Papa's state at the 
present moment.’ She therefore 
suggested that I ‘propose’ my- 
self for the coming weekend at 
Sandringham, but do so in such 
a casual manner that my father 
should not suspect that she had 
warned me of his condition.” 
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HAPPENED tobeatthe Fort 
J erat afternoon and wasin the 

drawing room when he came in 
with the note in his hand. With- 
out a word he gave it to me to 
read. He disappeared, and I 
heard him telephoning his pilot 
to tell him to have his airplane 
ready the next morning to fly 
him to Sandringham. 

I returned to Bryanston 
Court. That evening David 
telephoned from Sandringham. 
His word was discouraging. He 
told me the King was dying; 
that he could not live more than 
two or three days; and that he 
himself was motoring to London 
in the morning to advise the 
Prime Minister. 

On Monday evening I attend- 
ed a movie given for charity 
with the Lawson - Johnstons. 
During the showing, Lord Daw- 
son's famous bulletin was read 
out: “The King’s life is moving 
peacefully to its close.” At 
the end of the performance, 
when “God Save the King” was 
played, the old familiar words 
had a deeply personal signifi- 
cance to everyone who heard 
them. 

The Lawson-Johnstons per- 
suaded me to return to their 
place for a bite of supper. 
Shortly after midnight, as I was 
getting ready to leave, I was 
called to the telephone. It was 
David speaking from Sand- 
ringham. 

“It’s all over,” he said. 

I could think of nothing bet- 
ter to say than, “I am so very 
sorry.” 

Then he said, “I can’t tell you 
what my own plans are, every- 
thing here is so upset. But I 
shall fly to London in the morn- 
ing and will telephone you when 
Il can.” 

It was only as I hung up that 
I realized that David was now 
King.

HE Scouts, boys’ and girls’

Children, we are told repeat- 
edly, are the nation’s greatest 
asset.

Only 
when it comes to spending the 
national funds for youngsters’ 
benefit is there a dissenting 
voice raised. 
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IS IT NOT SENSIBLE to lend 
support to any movement that 
benefits our children? It is not 
possible for each parent to sup- 
rly, for instance, transporta- 
tion to a school, to a jamboree 
of the Scouts, to a youth con- 
vention, or a trip abroad for 
a widening cultural experience.
